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The 16th Annual Loan Collection of American Paintings has been 
assembled from many parts of the United States by the State Fair 
of Texas through a special representative for this, the 35th Annual 
Fair, with the desire that lovers of art who visit the gallery may 
have an opportunity of enjoying fine paintings. 

American Painting is no longer confined to big art centers, but 
extends from end to end of the United States, not only in permanent 
collections in various cities, (hardly a city of the first class is now 
without a permanent collection of art objects), but American painters 
are gradually finding fields for work in all parts of the country, some- 
times gathering in certain localities in considerable numbers, and 
sometimes working alone far removed from other artists. This is a 
condition which makes the task of bringing together a comprehensive 
collection very difficult, and especially so when the space is limited. 
Therefore, visitors should remember that while there are many fine 
painters here represented there are. other fine painters not repre- 
sented. This must always be the case in any collection of American 
Paintings that numbers less than many hundreds. 


The aim here has been to secure fine examples of contemporary 
American painting, representative as far as possible of various parts 
of the Country. The present collection has been gathered from large 
exhibitions, and from the studios of the artists. Though there are 
many names familiar to picture lovers absent from this catalogue, 
and several printed here for the first time, this does not mean that 
the great artists who have so kindly contributed in the past are not 
greatly appreciated, for they are, and our sincere thanks are extended 
to them. It simply means that the State Fair of Texas is trying to 
bring to the people of Texas fine works of a wide range. 


This year the exhibition consists of the Circuit Collection of the 
Society of Taos Artists, which is catalogued in a group; and pictures 
by painters of the Far West, of Texas, of the Central West, and of 
the Eastern part of the country; all secured with the aim of showing 
the very best examples of the work of each artist, but not in any 
way inclusive of the work of all the artists of the Country. 


The aim of the State Fair is and has always been the advancement 
of art in Texas, and it is hoped that through the fine collections 
brought together each year at great expense some part of this aim 
may be achieved, through the association with, and the purchase of 
fine works. 


To encourage the placing of art in the home the Fair Association 
will sell to interested clients, pictures in this collection that are for 
sale, without any charge of commission. An opportunity is here 
offered prospective buyers to get in direct touch with the artists, 
and secure carefully selected works. 


Attendants in the Gallery will be glad to talk about the pictures, 
or assist visitors in their study. Arrangements can be made by 
groups of students or those interested in a study of the gallery for 
talks on special subjects or on the collection as a whole. This service 
is offered to patrons of the Gallery entirely without charge.
